Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The instantly 
claimed process for manufacturing acrylic acid from propane is neither disclosed nor 
fairly suggested by the closest art of record: Tadamitsu et al (JP 03-170445 07- 
1991, English translation). Upon further consideration the Examiner finds that 
Tadamitsu neither discloses nor fairly suggests the use of a sequence of two 
reactors as instantly claimed. The instantly claimed process is therefore patentable 
over the teaching of Tadamitsu, the closest prior art
